BRITAIN'S  NATIONAL  DEBT 


The  position  of  Britain's  National 
Debt  on  April  1  laat  ia  shown  in  de- 
tail in  a  White  Paper  recently  issued. 
Un  that  date  the  total  deadweigiit 
debt  was  £7,64^.371,788,  and  of  this 
£6,524,771.914  was  internal  and 
£1.121, .'599,874  external  It  is  shown 
that  in  connection  with  the  internal 
figure  there  ia  included  £4S,S2J.735  of 

Funding  I.. mm  and  Victory  Fronds 
tendered  in  payment  of  Death  Duties 
and  held  by  the  National  Debt  Com- 
missioners until  pai<l  '  r  drawn 
During  the  year  ending  March  31  last 
the  external  debt  shows  a  decrease  of 
£4,213,465.  The  highest  figure  of 
the  debt  was  reached  on  April  I, 
1919,  and  since  that  date  the  reduc- 
tion haa  reached  £243,252.783.  Brit- 
am  has  1><  pn  paying  off  her  foreign 
debt  during  the  last  six  years  at  the 
rate    of    £40,000,000    per  annum. 

The  internal  debt  shows  a  decrease 
in  the  year  1924-1925  of  £30,038,1UU.

She  enters  Victoria's  once 
despised  harbor  as  easily  and  departs 
from  it  with  at  little  inconvenience  as 
the  pigmy  Beaver,  the  ptonppr  steam- 
ship of  the  Pacific  (Jcean.  did  in  Ihe 
days  when  she  was  one  of  the  wonders 
of  tlip  modern  world  to  the  Indians 
who  dwelt  upon  the  Songheea  Reaervr. 
Widlia  the  apace  of  an  hoar  main 
craft  of  all  aizca  pata  tliroagh  that 
wafer  gateway.
